History and 
affiliations set forth. Other new organic 
zations are St. Soraphln Foundation, The 
Association of Pomer Servicemen of the 
Soviet Army, Riisotan Peopled Movement, 
which grew out of tho Korensicy League, and 
American Coninittoo for Liberation of Peoples 
of Rucsla. Archbishop ADAH a.nd A?^NA THORP 
of KfC contacted mombors of Soviet Ihibassy 
in Washington, r.C. In July, 1951 and are 
active in tho PROG In nc.

russian Ideals to the Polos, since tho latter organization 
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wan allegedly opposed to the polish Government in exile. 

The Byelorussian National Council accused the 
Byelorussian Central Council of cooperating with the Germais 
and of being pro-Russ ion in the cultural and political 
field. The Byelorussian National Co^mcll now admits that 
the Byeloruosian Central Council is now anti-Communist, 
although some of its members may have coope: a ted with the 
Russian Communists in the past. 



Jtist as in Europe there existed two Byolorrusplan 
organizations, there are two in the united States, which 
follow slrail^ir lines 'of division, the Byelorussian A.Tiorican 
Association (A3RAMCHIK Group) and the Byelorussian American 
Congress (AST30USXI Group).
